A month ago one very good friend got quite 
excited aver the delay in obtaining federal he!p for 
the Ridtitond harbor, and told us that he believed 
it was all qa fake. He said he voted the harbor 
improvement bonds in good faith, and now nothing 
would be done; and thus he Beat his breast and

everybody else in authority. We told him to keep 
hig wnion suit on and not get worked up that way 
or he might break out with a rash; ‘that the ap- 
appropriation would be made in good time and all 
would come out right in the end, ifa little patience 
and for bearance was exercised. Sure enough, now 
the government has authorized the expenditure of 
$100,000 the Richmond harbor improvement, 
and the city will put up an equal amount, out of 
the bonds voted last year, and work will begin 
deepening and widening tthe harbor channel just 
as quick asadredgercan be obtained. Dredgers are 
as scarce as hen's teeth just now, ag al] of them 
are at work at various places around the bay, and 
it may be September before one can be secured, but 
even ithat is not so bad, as dredging is fast work 
and a big crew of men and machinery, supervised 
and paid by the U. S. Government, will soon make 
a fine showing.on the harbor work once they get 
at it, and in a short time thereafter Richmond will 
have one of the best harbors on the Pacific coast, 
and any vessel, big or smali, can sail right up to 
our municipal wharf and load and unload cargoes. 
In the meantime the wharf and warehouse is to 
be doubled in size and capacity, to accomodate the 
increasing ocean trade from tthe Orient and else- 
where, and from thence on Richmond will make 
a record and be on the map as one of the important 
Pacific coast shipping ports for deep water ves- 
sels from all over the world. Thig means not 
only a good hig income for Richmond, with which 
to pay off the harbor bonds in itime they ‘mature, 
but it also means the building up of the waterfront 
section with many industries, a number of 
which having held off until the harbor matter was 
finally settled one way. oy another. Proctor & 
Gamble will start building just as soon as indus- 
trial conditions brighten a bit, which will be likely 
some time in the fall. They are ready and anxious 
to build and gét busy manufacturing ‘here, but con. 
ditions have been very bad and are brightening 
slowly. Thev are exercising @0oq judgment. ‘As 
quick ag the Puropean situation settles down a bit 
and there is a market for our products, there wi'l 
be plenty of goods made to meet it, in Richmond 
and everywhere else.
